H. S. Finney. Fasig-Tipton Company 
president, was disturbed by the omission 
of a few words from the text of his re- 
marks introducing the Aga Khan’s con- 
signment on the final night of selling. 
August 14. as quoted in THE Broop- 
Horse. and as quoted in the new magazine 
Sports Illustrated, which made the Sara- 
toga auctions the subject of a leading 
article in its second issue. 

To clarify the point. he had his office 
copy the statement from the tape-recording 
of the night’s proceedings: 

“Nobody is more aware of the fact that 
it has been freely stated that the Aga 
Khan horses don’t win races than is his 
son Prince Aly Khan. who represents his 
father here tonight, However. the Prince 
wants me to point out to you. and the 
message Comes from his father. that never 
before have all his colts from = the Trish 
stud been offered for sale, 

“In the past we have sold 2) drafts 
from the Frish and French studs: tonight 
we sell the entire lot. 

“Now, as selling winners. when 
everything is put on the table. the Aga 
Khan sold Taj Mah, the One Thousand 
Guineas winner; 3 winners of the French 
Oaks. Mary Legend. Fairy Legend. Uk- 
rania. *Mahmoud was offered. and didn't 
bring his reserve. in France. Now. ladies 
and gentlemen, I submit to you. the im- 
portance to you all of this group of horses 
is the consideration of where American 
racing would stand today had it not been 
for the Aga Khan’s stud.” 


Allie Reuben. of Hasty House Farm. 
was outbid by a syndicate on his favorite 
yearling at Saratoga, as he had been at 
Keeneland. After a series of $500 raises. 
he yielded the Aga Khan’s *Royal Char- 
ger—Clovelly colt at to Joseph 
M. Roebling and his 3. partners. 

At Keeneland Reuben had marked his 
catalogue with a $65.000 limit on the 
*Nasrullah—Lurline B. colt in the Clifford 
Mooers consignment. then had exceeded 
this figure by $20,000 when he accepted 
the auctioneer’s misinterpretation of a 
$500 raise as a raise to $85.000. Roscoe 
Goose. whose record $86.000 offer finally 
got the colt for the syndicate whose un- 
speaking spokesman was F. J, Adams. 
had not been given a limit, “I'l be sitting 
with you.” Adams said. “DIL stop 
you.” Before he left) Lexington. Adams 
allowed Goose a peek at his catalogue. 
The figure marked against the Lurline B. 
colt was $95,000. 


The announcer’s post at Saratoga was 
filled most of the time during the first 3 
sessions by J. B. Fauleoner, Lexington 
radio man who also “reads the catalogue” 
and makes announcements at the Keene- 
land sales. At the later sessions Hum- 


phrey Finney remained in’ the stand 
throughout the evening. Fauleoner having 
been obliged to return home for a radio 
engagement. 


The Kentmere yearlings sold 
Tuesday night. August 10, had all been 
“worked on a longe-line the last 6 weeks.” 
the announcer stated, The 9 head totaled 
$36.100. 

A few years ago Gatewood Gay gave 
his daughter. Mrs, John A. Bell IIL. a sow. 
Mrs. Bell sold pigs and bought a brood- 
mare called Grand Flight. by Mad Hatter. 
She sold 2 yearlings from Grand Flight 
and bought Stellar Role for $3.100 out of 
Alfred) Vanderbilt's consignment to the 
Keeneland fall sales of 1952. The mare 
was carrying a brother to Find, whose 
development as a leading 3-year-old of 
last year helped boost the yearling’s price 
to $40.000. F. Ambrose Clark opened the 
bidding on this one. retired from action 
sonrewhere around the $20.000 mark. 
where half a dozen bidders were still 
going. and got back in to make one more 
bid—the last one. 


The Rippey—Delhi filly in the Alma- 
hurst) Farm consignment knocked 
down to H. S, Finney. who announced that 
he was acting as agent for the Kentucky 
Club Tobaceo Company, Presumably this 
one will be given away in a naming con- 
test similar to that which produced Fille- 
quine—pronounced. they say. filly queen. 


At the Saturday night session no special 
effort was made to conceal the fact that 
the *Djeddah—Grindelia filly was a crib- 
ber.

The next night Glen- 
angus Farms’ Case Ace—Banyan colt was 
taken out of regular catalogue order and 
sold last. with the announcement that he 
had some muscular soreness in his right 
hind leg as a result of having been cast 
in his box. Sold with a $6.000 reserve and 
a 10-day money-back guarantee. he went 
to J. J. Amiel at $7.200. 


Eleonora R. Sears. who paid Saratoga’s 
top price of $75.000 for the half-brother 
to Tulyar. wasn’t sure who would train 
the 2 yearlings and the 3-year-old_ filly 
she bought from the Aga Khan’s consign- 
ments for a total of $119.000, She indi- 
cated that the horses probably would be 
shipped to her farm at Santa Barbara.

A Question of Moral Geography 


N THE afternoon of July 29, Warren Schweder 

and Dan M. Bowmar III, of THE BLoop-HORSE 
staff, met Andrew J. Crevolin in his room at the 
Campbell House, Lexington, asked him questions, 
got extended answers, and returned to the office 
with the interview recorded on a tape. At one point 
they had stopped recording and played back the 
remarks already made. When the tape ran out, after 
about 50 minutes, they asked Mr. Crevolin if he 
would like to have the whole interview or any part of 
it plaved back, and he explained that he did not 
have time to listen. . 

The interview was published, with numerous de- 
letions because of its length, in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
of August 14, and it became apparent almost imme- 
diately that there should have been other deletions 
for other reasons. Among these other reasons the 
first would have been a concern for the tranquillity 
of racing in California, the second a regard for 
Crevolin’s peace of mind. 

Californians, who are so used to Crevolin’s talk 
that sometimes they do not listen closely, were 
alarmed at what they read. The remarks, all inci- 
dental addenda to the answers to questions, seemed 
to imply (1) that Crevolin himself was failing to 
accept his full responsibility toward the betting pub- 
lic, and (2) that others in racing were similarly un- 
mindful of the obligation to “try” at all times. 

The California Horse Racing Board considered 
calling Crevolin before it for an explanation. The 
stewards at Del Mar requested a copy of the inter- 
view, as recorded on a tape, apparently with the 
idea that they would be obliged to punish in some 
manner a man who held and disseminated such 
seditious ideas. The newspapers pestered Crevolin, 
who first denied having been quoted correctly and 
finally retreated in confusion to the safest position 
he could find: ‘Actually we always try to win.” 

We are thoroughly unhappy to find Mr. Cre- 
volin in such confusion and misery as a result of 
his interview. The moving finger having writ, we 
cannot alleviate the misery; we can only declare our 
sincere regret that Andy Crevolin must squirm and 
suffer because he does not know the completely sat- 
isfactory answer to a contradiction inherent in 
racing, not yet resolved by its wisest heads or its 
sternest lawmakers. 

California officials have their own dilemma. If 


they fail to punish or reprimand Crevolin, they will 
seem to have given sanction to his remarks. If they 
do punish him, they will have assumed an obligation 
to examine—possibly with a lie detector as an aid— 
the attitudes of all other owners and trainers, and 
to mete out punishment in accordance with guilt. 

They will have assumed the further obligation 
to set the precise limits beyond which attitudes and 
conduct will be deemed improper, and to punish 
swiftly whenever these boundaries seem to have 
been transgressed. Whose wisdom is so great as to 
fix the limits, and whose omniscience can be trusted 
to determine the exact point at which the invisible 
line between trying and not trying has been violated? 

Andy Crevolin says Determine could have beat- 
en Hasty Road in the Derby Trial. Must the stew- 
ards at Churchill Downs assume that the colt was 
pulled, or at least not pushed, and punish the owner 
accordingly? Andy Crevolin says Determine could 
have won. Does that make a case? Allie Reuben 
probably would not agree. What Crevolin means is 
that he thinks Determine could have run a little 
faster in the Derby Trial if something else had been 
done—if a whip had been used, perhaps. How many 
races ever have been run without some owner think- 
ing that his horse might have run faster if some- 
thing else had been done? 

There may be occasional cases so flagrant that 
stewards must classify them as cheating and punish 
the cheaters accordingly. But the moral micrometer 
has not been made which marks the exact point at 
which good becomes evil. People in racing can tell 
white from black as well as anybody; they have no 
special acuity for classifying gray. 

If Andy Crevolin spoke with inadvertent hon- 
esty in the interview at Lexington, is he to be cen- 
sured, or should he be thanked for performing a 
public service? If he is to be punished, how will 
officials explain their failure to punish a hundred 
others no less “guilty” than Crevolin, but only less 
talkative? 

If Crevolin has sinned, and must be punished, 
we suggest that he be stoned in public by a com- 
mittee of sinless owners and trainers. When this 
formality has been completed, the stewards, we sug- 
gest, should admonish him, set him on an equal 
footing with other owners, then go after all future 
offenders with equal zeal.

Whatever eclaim Errard King now may 
offer in pretention to the 3-year-old_ title 
rests at this time on his victories in the 
8-furlong Arlington Classic and the 9- 
furlong American Derby. although he also 
beat Fisherman at level weights (121) in 
the 6-furlong Experimental Handicap last 
April. 

Errard King is the eighth winner to pull 
off the Classic—American Derby double. 
the fourth in the last 4 renewals. Earlier 
such winners: Mate (1931). Gusto 
(1932). Cavaleade (1934). Ponder (1949). 
Hall Of Fame (1951). Mark-Ye-Well 
(1952). and Native Dancer (1953).

Primate. 5-year-old son of Some Chance 

Edified. by *Jacopo. will enter the stud 
next year at Carter Thornton’s Threave 
Main Stud. Paris. Ky.. it was announced 
this week by E. B. Benjamin. who bred 
and raced the horse. 

As a 2-year-old. Primate won 3 of 11 
starts. including the Youthful and Juve. 
nile (Belmont Park) Stakes. He also 
finished second in the colt division of the 
National Stallion Stakes and in Tom 
Fools Futurity. At the year’s end John 
B. Campbell rated him 123 pounds in the 
Experimental Handicap, even with Cousin 
and Oh Leo and headed only by Tom 
Fool (126). 

Injured in’ his 3-vear-old) season. he 
never approximated his 2-year-old) form, 
He finished second in the Jersey Stakes, 
third in the Swift and Withers Stakes, 
fourth in the Preakness. At 4 he started 
only 3) times. winning once. 

In 3 years of racing Primate started 
21 times. won 4. was second 8 times. third 
3 times. and earned $51.775. 

Edified. Primate’s dam, which Benja- 
min also bred and raced, placed in sev- 
eral stakes. including the Selima, 

Benjamin said Primate’s 1955 stud fee 
would be $500. but that the $500 fee 
would apply for only one year. “I plan to 
work this stud fee up. if the colt gets 
horses as good as I[ think he will.” Ben- 
jamin said. “I shall breed some mares to 
Primate myself.

Native Dancer's Racing Career 


Ends With a 9-Length Victory 


SARATOGA 

The C. V. Whitney and A. G. Vander- 
bilt barns at Saratoga stand side by side 
beneath a cluster of elm trees near the 
three-quarter pole. Vanderbilt's walking 
ring and grazing area are separated from 
the rear of the Whitney barn by a slight 
rail fence. which makes an excellent lean- 
ing spot for the Whitney workers who 
wish to taunt the opposing stable. The 
conversation was pretty one-sided through 
the first 17 days (when Whitney horses 
won 17 races). but the tide turned on the 
18th day. Whitney’s 2 best racers—Pyre- 
nees and Fisherman—were beaten. Fish- 
erman lost to Social Outeast. considered 
a second-stringer on the Vanderbilt team. 

A lot of people had a look at Vander- 
bilt’s first siring—Native Dancer—August 
16. when the Oneonta Handicap. a_bet- 
less affair, was run, For opposition there 
was only Joe W. Brown’s Gigantic and 
First. Glance. another Vanderbilt) cam- 
paigner. 

One of the great charms of Saratoga 
is its paddock and the tradition of sad- 
dling under the trees. The public gets its 
closest look at the Thoroughbreds and the 
men responsible for them. It is the best 
possible advertisement for the sport, At 
least 3.000 people will remember August 
160 as the day they formed a circle around 
the Dutch Elm tree in the southeast cor- 
ner of the paddock and had an intimate 
view of the famous horse. 

The race may not be remembered as 
well—there was not much to it, except 
that it was Native Dancer's last. First 
Glance came ripping out of the gate with 
the speed which has won a pair of stakes. 
and Gigantic will be able to tell his grand- 
children that he outran Native Dancer for 
3 furlongs. Native Dancer passed Gigantic 
at the half-mile-pole. caught his stable- 
mate at the quarter-pole. and opened up a 
9-leneth lead in the streteh.

Nebraska’s Unique Racing Organization Is 
Mostly Concerned With People. Its Motto: 
‘Founded for Public Service — Not for Profit’’ 


By Dan M. Bowmar Ill 


Ak-Sar-Ben, Nebraska’s only one-mile race track, concluded its 
most successful meeting on July 5. This was good news for the horse- 
men who race there, for Nebraska Thoroughbred breeders, and for 
the Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben, the non-profit organization which oper- 
ates the Omaha track. It was, perhaps, better news for thousands of 
Nebraska residents who never have seen a horse race. 


No other race track in the United States has as many ties to its 
home state as does Ak-Sar-Ben. Each year, more than 100 persons, 
most of them 4-H Club boys and girls, in each of Nebraska’s 93 
counties receive awards from Ak-Sar-Ben. Tne families which do not 
receive direct awards know of Ak-Sar-Ben through its donations to 
civic and public works projects throughout Nebraska and Iowa. 


Anyone who drives across the Missouri River from Omaha to 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, can thank Ak-Sar-Ben for his free ride. The 
organization bought 2 bridges in the 1930’s, freed them of tolls, pre- 
sented one to the State of Nebraska, the other to the State of Iowa. 


The Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben were founded in 1895 by a group of 
Omeha businessmen. Omaha then was in a serious business slump, 
and several of the city’s leading residents met to see if something 
could be done about it. Since the new group needed a name, one of 
the men suggested Nebraska spelled backward, because “everything 
else is going backward these days.” (The accent held to the middle: 
Ak-SAR-ben.) 


The organization’s first project was to increase interest in the 
Nebraska State Fair, then held in Omaha. Ak-Sar-Ben hired a train to 
haul to Omaha all the floats used in New Orleans’ Mardi Gras parade, 
then put on its own parade, which was such a success that it became 
an annual fail festival. 

The practice of calling each Ak-Sar-Ben member a Knight also 
originated in 1895. Father Enright, a Catholic priest in Omaha, sug- 
gested that the territory served by Ak-Sar-Ben be christened Quivera, 
the realm of the fabled Seven Cities of Cibola—the goal of Coronado’s 
expedition into the Southwest in 1541. Ak-Sar-Ben promoters decided 
that a king and a queen would be named to rule Quivera, and decreed 
that their subjects would be called Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben. 


Originally there were 554 Knights, all Omaha business and pro- 
fessional men. Today there are almost 20,000, representing many dif- 
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ferent occupations and scattered through- 
out the country. although mest ef them 
live in’ Nebraska or western Lowa. Dues 
are S10 a year. the same as in 1895. and 
each member ennually receives free en- 
tertainment tickets at S40. 

\ 12-man board of governors still is 
composed entirely of leading Omaha busi- 
nessmen. Once elected to the board. a gov- 
ernor serves until he moves from Omaha. 
retires. or dies. (Governors are elected for 
l-year terms. but re-election is automatic. ) 
On the present board are the presidents 
of Mutual of Omaha Insurance Company.

The Coronation. held annually in Oc- 
tober to celebrate the crowning of a new 
king and queen of Quivera. is Omahia’s 
leading social event. The king has an out- 
standing record of public service; the 
queen is a young Omaha socialite. Because 
of the great increase in members in recent 
years. the ceremony now is in 2 stages. The 
first night is the “big” evening: the short- 
er second-night ceremony is followed by 
a dance. 

Each Knight has a choice of 2 tickets to 
the Coronation or 2 season passes to the 
races, For most of the stage shows each 
Knight receives 2 free tickets: for the 
most expensive programs he receives cou- 
pons enabling him to buy tickets at a re- 
duced price, For 2 summer features. the 
family show and the mid-summer revue. a 
member may bring 3 children free. 

A few weeks after the Coronation the 
coliseum floor becomes an ice-skating rink 
available to all) Omaha skaters until 
April 1. 


OTHER WAYS TO SPEND MONEY

to provide Omaha residents with enter- 
tainment, Most of the organization’s rev- 
enue goes to Nebraska agricultural pro- 
jects.

Washington Park stewards last week 
indefinitely suspended a veterinarian. an 
assistant trainer, and a groom as a result 
of a positive saliva test of Hasty House 
Farm's *Mister Black.

Clement Nance. secretary of the IIli- 
nois Racing Board. announced August 17 
that the speciment taken from * Mister 
Black after the Grasslands 
traces of a drug “in the nature of amphe- 
tamine.”

At a hearing held the next day by the 
stewards. Dr, Alex Harthill. of Louis- 
ville. admitted that he gave *Mister Black 
containing amphetamine — on 
Wednesday and Thursday before the race.

It is common knowledge that horses, as well as 
humans, have various idiosynerasies with respect 
to the length of time that they will retain” in 
their systems traces of certain drugs, foods. and 
beverages, etc., consumed by 
them. Normally the drug in question would be 
eliminated 24 hours. 

Certainly the medication in its dimunitive amount 


administered or 


in no way accelerated the animal's running ability. 
The discovery of a trace of the drug in) *Mister 
Black should not be confused with the prohibi- 
tive type of stimulation of a horse te accelerate 
his speed. The drug was only used as a curative 
agent 78 hours prior to the running of the race. 
and in my professional opinion, the stimulating 
effects of the drug had completely worn off. In 
view of this lapse of time. it would be physically 
impossible for this drug to have affected the per- 
formance of *Mister Black in any manner during 
the running of this race. 


TROTSEK. TOO 

On August 23. the Illinois Racing Board 
reversed the Washington Park stewards 
and added Trotsek to the suspended list. 
The board said that Trotsek’s suspension 
was mandatory under rule 253 of the IIli- 
nois Racing Rules. which says: “Upon 
the return of the chemists’ report of a 
‘positive finding’ for a drug or any other 
evidence which would affect the natural 
condition of a horse. the trainer and any 
other person or persons who may have had 
the care of or been in attendance of the 
horse. or are suspected of causing such a 
condition shall be immediately suspended 
by the board of stewards. and such stew- 
ards shall thereupon immediately refer 
the entire matter to the Illinois Racing 
Board for further action.” 

The racing board is scheduled to hold 
a hearing on the case on August 26. 

After the board’s suspension of Trotsek 
was announced. the Washington Park 
stewards issued the following ruling: 

“Transfer of horses owned by Hasty 
House Farm and by Mrs. L. J. Herrmann 
from trainer Harry Trotsek trainer 
Earl Woolridge is approved and the horses 
are eligible to run as of August 24.”
